'The report of tbe Superintcuileni ol Coiuuion 


Bcltooli of Pennsylvania for tbo scliooi year euil- 
ugJuue4, ISfiO, ispublbhcd. It includes tbe 
report of the Into Superintendent, lion: C. R Co- 
inru, which covers .tbe entire peiiod of tbe 
school year, and a report from tbe present Su- 
*rlutencknt, Profeuor J. P. Wickcrsbain, wbo 
lueceeded Mr. Coburu a! State Superintendent, 
November lit, IbW. 


BCUOOL HIITISTIOS or TDK STATE AT I..IKCE. 
Tbe moat important fact contained iu the re- 


port of Mr. Coburu for tbe school jenr of 18B5- 
16, are as follows : There were iu tu»t year 1,8(33 
Kbool districts in tbe State ; 13,140 schools, 10,- 
L41 tcacucrs, and 735,312 pupils, with an average 
attendance ol 478,001!. The total cost of the 
school system for llie enlire Slate, Including lax- 
ei levied mid the Slate appropriations, wiw for 
tbc year f *,I«5,2o8 57. Tbe increase iu the uum- 
)er of school districts was 80; in the nuniber of 
schools, 2S3; in the number of children attend- 
ue school, 1'J.WB; iu the average attendance at 
school. 18,946; and iu tbe total cost ol the iy»- 
tem, 1581,020 02. Not including Philadelphia, 
tbc iucwase in Iho per centage of attendance 
was 1,003; in the average length of term*, one 
day ; iu tbc average cost of tuition per month, 
Tour cents ; in tbe number of male teachers, 493; 
u tbe Dumber of female leacbere, 02; in tbe 
aalark'l of male teacbcl s, *3 52; iu tbe salaries 
of female teachers, t3 10; In the cost of tuition, 
(220,743 67; in tlie cost of fuel and contingen- 
cies, »48,07I85; and iu purchasing grounds, 
buildinga, renting aud repairing houses, $222,- 
20U 77.

Mr. Coburn recommends in his report that the 


minimum time lor which the schools are now re- 
quired by law lo be kept opcn'he increased ; that 
a larirer State appropi l.ition-he made; that more 
c.tntlon be observed iu passing local aud special 
law s relating to schools; that the l.iw giving 
county aid to teachers' institutes, now in.cxlst- 
euce In eight counties, he made general; nnd 
that an appropriation, to he diatributcd in a man- 
ner similar to that adopted last year, be made to 
tbe several State Normal schools, aud in addition, 
an appropriation of 15,000 bo given to tbc State 
Normal school of. the Third District, located st 
Kutztowu, Berks county.

Ion. OI the whole uuiubci of persons exam 
ncd as teachers In llio ycai 18(15, 12,171 rcccivei 
only provisional ccitlllc.uo, and 888 recciv 
ed professional ci-rlillcates, and 1.351 were re 
ectcd. There wcie 4.MJ teachers who had 
aught less than one year, 5,641 who had neve 
read » book relating to their piofoeaion, nnd 10, 
•KM) who had never attended any kind of » Nor- 
ua] school, either Stale or private. The average 
ace of nil the teachers examined was .twenty- 
three and a third years. 
Professor Wiekcrsham 


thinks Iho Inducement of longer terms and bet- 
ter salaries must he held out. 
Scarcely one-half 


of tho teachers remain in the profession more 
than a jear, llie belt qualified leaving, nnd inex- 
perienced ones taking Ibelr places. 
Normal 


lehools must also bo encouraged In the educa- 
tion of teachers, and teachers encouraged to at- 
tend them. 
4tli. The concluding specific recommendation 


ol the State Superintendent, is for greater cll'oils 
to awaken popular Interest In .education. The 
Press nnd Pulpit arc suggested as powerful auxil- 
iaries. Educational meetings should be held all 
over tbc State. 


A STiTE llOiltD OF EDUCATION. 


Tbo Superintendent also sugu-ejls that a State 


Board ot Education be constiluled, similar lo 
those in other States, whose gcneial duty it 
should be to supervise llio Interest! ol education 
in the Stale. 
Tlie Slale Superintendent of

Alterations of the Tarlfl. 


So far as the manufacturers of tbo Unit 


States relied upon recommendations of the Trca 
ury Department for such an adjustment of tl 
tariff as would deliver them Iron, cmbnrr.isamcn 
uud cusurc their prosperity, they are evident! 
doomed to disappointment. Mr. 0. A. Well 
the Commissioner appointed to devise a bill i 
a substitute for that which passed tho House a 
the last session, has made his report, nnd It ha 
tbe sanction of Secretary MeCttllocb.
